Local agents of the Italian line, 


owners, of the vessel, said that "on- 
ly a few" members of the crew of 
231 still were missing after a new 
checkup of survivors taken aboard 
half a dozen rescue ships. 


Previously the- line had announc- 


ed that 104 persons, including 40 
passengers, were missing. 


The missing crew members were 


feared to have been killed outright 
by an explosion of undetermined 
cause which occurred about 5 o'- 
clock a. m. yesterday, starting the 
fire, which raged all day. 


The vessel still was burning to- 


day. 


Taken to Hotels 


Forty-eight 
survivors 
brought 


here abroad a French warship were 
confined to their beds in two hotels 
which were converted into emer- 
gency hospitals. Most of the survi- 
vors were rescued by the 23.350-ton 
Italian liner Conte Biancamano.

Analysis of Three Speeches 


Given by British Officials 


Discloses Allied Situation 


BY DEWITT MACKENZIE 


New York —W— The bombard- 


ment of war-oratory turned loose 
by British big guns at the weekend 
disclosed a deal of the allied strat- 
egy for winning the conflict. 


I have been particularly interest- 


ed in dissecting the speeches of first 
Lord of the Admiralty Winston 
Churchill and Foreign Secretary 
Halifax—heavy artillery, these two 
—and the less-known-but-vigorous 
minister for economic welfare, Ron- 
ald Cross. This trio pretty well told 
the whole story, purposely or inad- 
vertently, of the Anglo-French trials 
and fears and hopes. 


As I pulled these addresses to 


pieces and weighed the various 
statements—not overlooking omis- 
sions—it became clear that they 
gave more or less official answers to

Analysis Speeches 


In fact it was the queries raised 


by this

by members of the British cabinet. 
These great men don't talk merely 
to get the sound of their own voices, 
not yet just to entertain the public. 
The real reasons1 for the broadcasts 
seem to me to be four: 


1. To inform the public" at home 


of the progress of the war; to keep 
up the morale under circumstances 
which already are trying; to prepare 
the public for great sacrifices to1 
come.

2. To advise the fighting forces.! 


and keep up their morale.

3. To convert neutral countries to I 


the allied viewpoint. 


4. To reach the German public 


and try to persuade it to desert Hit- 
ler. The allies are, of course, mak- 
ing every effort to produce a revolt 
in Germany. 


Notable Points 


Among the notable points made 


by the speakers, and sometimes em- 
phasized by three of them, were 
these: 


Item: Hitler threw away any 


chance he may have had to win the 
war when hs didn't strike at the 
very outset. Germany then being 


fully prepared and the allies not 
yet set. 


Item: Now the allies have the nazi 


fuehrer beaten (all three ministers 
claimed this) because of his bad 
economic condition and because the 
blockade has shut him off from war 
supplies and foodstuffs. 


Item: However, the war isn't over 


and the people of Britain and 
France must be prepared for great 
sacrifices. 


Item: "The only reason peace can- 


not be made tbmorrow" (Halifax) 
fs because the nazi government has- 
n't offered to repair the damage it 
has done to its little neighbors, and 
its word is worthless to-the allies. 
This was another bid to the Ger- 
man people to throw Hitler out. 


Item: Churchill in effect appealed 


to the neutral countries to join with 
the allies, and made complimentary 
references to numerous states, from 
western Europe to the Danubian 
countries and Balkans "behind 
whom stands the resolute Turk." 
(Turkey is understood to be in the 
allied camp.) 


Hits at Soviet 


Item: To emphasize his appeal, the 


first lord drew^ a lurid, picture of 
the dangers which he saw in com- 
munism. He used the strongest lan- 
guage which any allied statesman 
has employed toward the soviet, 
there having been a disposition pri- 
or to the invasion of "Finland to 
avoid doing anything to draw Rus- 
sia into the war. The allied view- 
point appears to have shifted. 


"All Scandinavia," said Churchill, 


"dwells brooding under Nazi and 
Bolshevik threats. . . . Many illu- 
sions about Soviet Russia have been 
dispelled in these few and fierce 
weeks of fighting in the Arctic cir- 
cle. Every one can see how com- 
munism robs the soul of a nation, 
how it makes it abject and hungry 
in peace and proves it base and 
abominable in war. ... If the light 
of freedom which still burns so 
brightly in the frozen north should 
be finally quenched, it might herald 
a return to the dark ages when ev- 
ery vestige of human progress dur- 
ing 2.000 years would be cngulftd." 


Item: It was notable that none of 


the speeches mentioned Italy. This 
presumably was because the allies 
are treading lightly where Musso- 
lini is concerned, with the idea of 
winning his cooperation, if not 
brotherhood. 


Item: And again we had a predic- 


tion which one took to mean that 
out of this war might grow some- 
thing like a United States of Europe 
in which all the nations would par- 
ticipate in peace for 1he common 
good. This time it was Halifax who 
made the reference, which already 
had been advanced by British Pre- 
mier Chamberlain and French Pre- 
mier Daladier.

The Globe-Democrat 
wants to set up a municipal coke 
plant here—to use nearby soft coal 
and reduce the smoke nuisance.

REPEALING THE OLEO LAW 


Governor Heil is the titular head of the 


Republican party in Wisconsin, the major 
political organization in the state. 
As 


the successor to the dynastic LaFollettes 
in the statehouse he is also a considerable 
personage in the national councils of the 
G.O.P. 


The question of taxing oleo ir.arganne 


in Wisconsin is an extremely delicate one 
in politics, as we have seen in recent 
years. 


Many of our public men recognize that 


no concrete good can be shown from it 
Many of them know that 80 per cent of 
"Wisconsin's dairy produce is sold outside 
the state, and that therefore a statute tax- 
ing a dairy substitute in Wisconsin can 
affect only a minor part of the dairy in- 
dustry, that any possible benefits which 
can be claimed are infinitesimal compared 
to actual losses in prestige for Wisconsin 
goods in the great southern market It 
is pretty plain that if the city of Chicago 
taxed oleo it would do Wisconsin farmers 
many times more good than Wisconsin's 
own tax. But few of our public men, 
even those who are at heart opposed to 
such provincial efforts to erect artificial 
barriers to free trade, have dared to say 
fo on the stump. 


We can give Governor Heil the credit 


he deserves, therefore, for his courage in 
advocating the repeal of that tax, for his 
reminders at public meetings that it is 
strictly a punitive tax because it raises 
less money than is required to enforce it, 
•that it is making our southern customers 
for industrial and farm goods exceedingly 
annoyed at us. 


We remember that six or eight months 


ago the governor was making similar 
speeches, but that although a legislature 
over which he had control was then in 
session, he never openly suggested repeal 
of the statute at that time. 


The 1939 legislature had before it a 


repeal bill, but for all the attention it got 
from the -lawmakers it might have been 
a proposal to cut their salaries or to 
force them to work eight hours a day. It 
was completely and quite effectively ig- 
nored. Not once, by word or sign, did 
the governor indicate to either house of 
the legislature that the repealer had his 
'support 
Accordingly it died with sine 


die adjournment of the longest legislative 
session in the history of the state. 


During that same session, however, 


legislators found time to adopt a resolu- 
tion asking the people of Wisconsin to 
remain on friendly terms with the south, 
to continue to patronize southern indus- 
tries and to buy southern products, in spite 
of southern boycott campaigns against 
Wisconsin. 


That resolution was a tacit admission 


of Governor Heil's present thesis, that 
Wisconsin's trade barrier in the form of a 
tax on oleo is an impediment to free and 
natural commercial relations between our 
own and the southern states. 


The governor's present stand is ad- 


mirable and courageous, and he offers a 
chance to debate the subject before the 
next election. 


PROTECTION FOR THE BUYER 
The beginning of 1940 brings opera- 


tion of a new federal law which requires 
that foods, drugs and cosmetics moving in 
interstate commerce must bear labels list- 
ing all ingredients. 


The purpose of the new regulations is 


to protect consumers against adulterated 
and misbranded products. The protection 
seems to be quite thorough. The labels 
must carry the name and address of the 
manufacturer, packer or distributors and 
an accurate statement 
of 
contents in 


•weight, measure or numerical count. Still 
other provisions require that 
artificial 


flavoring and coloring and chemical pre- 
servatives be declared on food labels, and 
the act further forbids the use of contain- 
ers deceptive as to quantity. 


The law apparently does not subscribe 


to the old saying, "Let the buyer beware!" 
However, although that axiom still has its 
points, the buying of certain goods 5s de- 
cidedly different from horse trading. The 
average consumer is scarcely equipped to 
test the chemical contents of drugs and 
cosmetic?, or to determine the balance of 
ingredients in canned foods. He is com- 
pelled to depend on the label to tell him 
what is inside. 


CONTROL OVER LIFE AND DEATH 
Recent decisions of the supreme court 


have indicated the prime necessity of fur- 
ther amendments to the Wagner Labor 
act. 


For instance the Wagner act states: 


"Any person aggrieved by a final or- 


der of the labor board granting or 
denying in whole or in part the re- 
lief sought may obtain a review of 
such order in any circuit court of ap- 
peals of the United States in the cir- 
cuit wherein the unfair labor practice 
in question was alleged to have been 
engaged in or wherein such person 
resides or transacts business." 
This would appear to give, and was 


accepted as preserving each party's tra- 
ditional rights to appeal to the courts for 
review of wrongs or errors. But the su- 
preme court has just unanimously held 
that when the National Labor Relations 
Board makes a decision concerning the ap- 
propriate bargaining unit for the workers 
it has no right to review that decision 
because it is not "a final order'1 within 
the meaning

above. 


This relegation to the labor board of 


autocratic power in the designation of the 
names of the unions to appear upon the 
ballots is not in keeping with the pro- 
fessed spirit of the law nor with the "way 
of life" in America. 


Many disinterested persons are of the 


opinion that the inflammatory conditions 
existing between the C.I.O. and the A. F. 
of L. have been greatly increased because 
of the arbitrary power accorded the board, 
and even more than the partisan nature 
of the appointments made under the in- 
fluence of Mr. Lewis. 


But we must be patient. In good time 


the power of Mr. Lewis will be broken at 
Washington even as it has been long since 
broken with the people. And we will 
have a congress that will actually set out 
to protect the working man instead of em- 
ploying so much dexterity to put in an im- 
pregnable position a certain labor czar. 


KILLING THE GOOSE 


If any Miami officials aren't sleeping 


well these nights, their restlessness may 
be the result of that blast from J. Edgar 
Hoover of the FBI who has just announced 
that he is doubling his staff in the tourist 
city. The reason he is calling up rein- 
forcements, MiT Hoover said, is because 
gambling casinos, confidence men, houses 
of prostitution and lotteries are operating 
wide open in Miami and its environs; be- 
cause of indications of "local corruption"; 
and, because northern hoodlums are mov- 
ing in with the expectations of muscling 
in on local racketeers. 


That puts Miami on the spot in several 


respects. An FBI investigation is likely 
to be most thorough and perhaps embar- 
rassing, the prospect of an influx of rack- 
eteers from Chicago and New York is not 
pleasant, and conditions are sure to spoil 
Miami's tourist business unless corrected. 


Miami would be wise to 
cooperate 


wholeheartedly with the FBI in some 
house-cleaning. Aside from the moral con- 
siderations, an important economic point 
is involved. Miami's winter business is 
derived for the most from the substantial 
type of tourist who is not especially in- 
terested in casinos and the like. 
The 


spree-bound tourist is usually a fly-by- 
night who contributes little to the pros- 
perity of the town. 


The great majority of tourists will 


not want to go to a city over-run with 
hoodlums, racketeers and gyp 
artists. 


They will go elsewhere, for instance to 
California. 


A TRAILER BECOMES A BUILDING 


An oil driller down in Texas lived in 


a trailer attached to his automobile. He 
came to his death in that trailer when it 
caught fire and was destroyed. He had an 
insurance policy on his life which prom- 
ised his estate double indemnity provided 
he came to his end from "collapse of the 
outer walls, or burning of a building, if the 
insured is therein at the time of the col- 
lapse, or commencement of the fire." 


The news item says that this is the first 


time the courts have been called upon to 
declare whether or not an 
automobile 


trailer is a "building." The federal dis- 
trict court at San .Antonio so declared, 
and in that decision brought $21,000 more 
to the family of the oil driller. 


The case suggests rather novel ques-' 


tions. If a trailer is a building is not the 
auto itself a building during a camping 
expedition of its owner who sleeps in its 
back seat and carries under that seat the 
frying pan used in preparing his meals? 
And if it is a building while it is quietly 
resting on the prairie why is it not a build- 
ing while it is careening over the roads at 
60 miles an hour? If the trailer is a build- 
ing when its occupant burns to death why 
is it not a building when the tax collector 
is around looking for property? 


The reader may eye these news items 


in amusement. It is the courts that get 
the headaches out of the difficulties aris-

War Pessimism 


The confidential war reports received by gov- 


ernment agencies have not been too optimistic 
of late regarding the allied positions. 


This pessimism has nothing to do with the 


sudden mobilization of the Dutch and Belgians, 
which had behind it only the fact that the can 
als which constitute the best defense against 
Germany were frozen, and the lowland coun- 
tries suddenly realized how easy it would be 
for the Nazis to cross. 


Chief reason for pessimism is the very medio- 


cre success of the British blockade, plus rumb- 
lings of new conversations between Russia and 
Germany. 


How far these new conversations have gone 


is impossible to say. But they revolve around 
the Russian failure in Finland and the fact that 
the Russian transportation system has broken 
down. This gives the Germans an excellent ex- 
cuse to become the technical doctors of the So- 
viet. 


In fact, Foreign Minister von Ribbontrop, who 


has been under a lot of German army criticism 
for negotiating the Russian pact in the first 
place, now sees this as a golden opportunity to 
redeem himself. He has proposed to Stalin that 
Germany take over Russia's transportation and 
industry, but only if she has a completely free 
hand, and if it will be a long term job. 


Two Dictators 


Whether Stalin accepts is anyone's guess. But 


if he does, Russia and Germany together will 
constitute the most powerful region in the 
world, ruled by two dictators, stretching from 
the Rhine to the Pacific. 


This potential alliance, plus the bogging down 


of the British naval blockade, is behind the 
change of Allied tactics and the Chamberlain 
threat that war may soon-become much grim- 
mer. There is even some talk in Allied war 
councils of a spring attempt to break through 
the Siegfried Line. 


This also is behind the huge new buying or- 


ders for airplanes placed in this country. The 
whole strategy of the Allies now is to cut the 
war short, if possible with smashing victories, 
rather than continue the starvation tactics 
which were originally planned. 


The starvation strategy broke down with the 


partial failure of the blockade and the deals 
Germany made to buy goods in the Balkans. It 
will break down completely if and when Stalin 
lets Germany take over his railroads and indus- 
try.

I am one of the people who believe that habitual stealing is a symptom 


of mental illness. This illness is sometimes inherent in the nervous sys- 
tem, or the glands of the unfortunate person. In some cases the weakness 
is set in the child's system at birth and his environment develops it. In 
other cases.

At Governor Hell's Promise 


To Aid Southern Rail Fight 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison — The governor of Wis- 


consin has told the governor of 
Georgia, who doesn't like Wiscon- 
sin's oleo tax, that the senator who 
authored the levy in 1935 has prom- 
ised to "do something about it" if 
he is reelected to the legislature,

with Governor 


Hell showed today. 


Author of the controversial Wis- 


consin oleo tax is former State Sen- 
ator John E. Cashman of Denmark, 
who during the four years it has 
been on the books has carried on a 
constant campaign of defense for 
the assessment on southern butter 
substitutes which he sponsored as 
a means of protecting the product 
of Wisconsin's 3.000,000 dairy cows. 


Governor Heil returned to Madi- 


son this week from a southern va- 
cation trip, "during which he assur- 
ed Governor E. D. Rivers of Georgia 
that he was personally opposed to 
the oleo tax and would help in ef- 
forts to repeal it as soon as possible. 
Heil announced that he believes in 
free trade and the elimination of 
all trade barriers between states. 


Quote Governor 


"After all," an Atlanta newspaper 


quoted the governor of Wisconsin 
as saying, "this little tax is such 
a little thing and it amounts to so 
little. We do not want you to be 
mad at us about, it. I myself person- 
ally have asked the senator who 
was author of it to do something 
about it and he says that he will— 
if he is sent back to the senate.' 
(Senator Cashman in the 1938 elec- 
tion chose to become a Democratic 
candidate for congress in the Eighth 
district and relinquished his state 
senate seat. He was succeeded by 
Senator Francis Yindra of Manito- 
woc who has since 'resigned to be 
come a referee in bankruptcy. The 
senate scat will be available, there- 
fore. In a special election next fall). 


There was considerable comment 


in the capitol today on Governor 
Heil's assurance to southern repre- 
sentatives who have been exceed- 
ingly hostile toward the state be- 
cause of the oleo tax. Some capitol 
authorities also expressed surprise 
at the governor's statement that he 
would be*willing to cooperate with 
southern governors in their efforts 
to win freight rate concessions. 


It was immediately pointed out 


that the Wisconsin public service 
commission for several years has 
taken an exactly opposite position 
on the freight rate isspe, on the 
ground that any concessions to the 
south would damage Wisconsin in- 
dustrial producers who are compet- 
ing to an increasing degree with 
southern rivals in the northern and 
eastern markets. 


Have Deep Interest 


It was recalled that one of the 


principal reasons lor Wisconsin pa- 
per manufacturers' opposition to the 
administration's bill to reorganize 
the public sen-ice commission in 
the last session of the legislature 
was the fact that the existing com- 
mission had battled southern offi- 
cials on the freight issue, in which 
paper mills have a deep interest 
because of the rising paper making 
industry in the south.

Wisconsin firms, and particularly 
Fox river valley paper mills, be- 


cause of the fact that those firms 
are already handicapped in com- 
peting with southern establishments 
enjoying cheap labor, abundant and 
near raw materials, cheap, federal 
government. supplied power, and 
other advantages. 


Moreover, the state board of-ag- 


riculture has instructed the state 
department of agriculture to ap- 
pear before the interstate commerce 
commission in Chicago next week 
to oppose pleas of southern busi- 
nessmen for a reduction in freight 
charges on oleo shipments. The ar- 
gument advanced is that 
oleo 


should travel at less cost than but- 
ter—a huge quantity of Wisconsin 
butter is shipped outside the state 
—because its value per pound is 
less. The state board—consisting 
entirely of HeU-appointed commis- 
sioners—will demand that butter 
freight rates be reduced in exact 
proportion to any concessions to 
oleo.

cels minority rights and that organized labor must engage in politics. 
Anyone who docs not concede these things as a beginning is a fascist. 


But I hold that even a standpat or reactionary Republican has rights 


and that it he is forced lo join a C.l.O. union he ought 
not be compelled to contribute the tiniest fraction of 
his union dues to the support of the Democratic 
ticket. He should not be forced even to lend that much 
money for that purpose. That means that the C.l.O. 
has no right to give or lend any money to pay po- 
litical .party or movement unless there is entire unani- 
mity in the whole organization. It means, further, that 
the C.l.O. and its component unions have no right to 
indorse the New Deal, for example, or the ham 'n' 
eggs plan or the Spanish loyalists cause, the indorse- 
ment of which did cause serious trouble in the News- 
paper Guild, as long as there is a single dissenting 
vote. 


Anyone who maintains the right of the C.l.O. or any 


component union to indorse any of these things by

CIO Could Go Back 
To Original Purpose 


Every man should be free to dis- 


associate himself from any organi- 
zation which is striving for aims 
that violate his conscience. But 
membership is not optional. Thus 
thousands of Americans are com- 
pelled to join in order to obtain or 
hold jobs, and the C.I.O. would 
force them to contribute their mem- 
bership in an organization at war 
with their beliefs. 


It isn't necessary for the C.l.O. to 


lake this position at all, it could go 
back to its original and only legit- 
imate purposes, but it seems very 
unlikely that it ever will because 


from guaranteeing the union's co- 
ercive 
power, 
the 
government 


should defend more vigorously the 
right of the individual citizen not 
to join any organization except, in 
certain 
dire 
circumstances, the 


armed forces of the United States. 


That is the simplest and only 


honest solution of a question that 
causes almost homicidal wrangles 
between men. The next best so- 
lution, paradoxically, is much worse. 
That alternative is to use govern- 
ment authority to prevent unions 
from engaging in political activity 
or mixing commitments and contri- 
butions outside the narrow, legiti- 
mate range of union aims. 


The C.I.O. would call this as fas- 


cist argument, but I submit that 
the C.I.O. is much more fascistic or, 
if you will, communistic, there be- 
ing no difference between one and 
the other.

Finland has been 
called "the 


Land of a Thousand Lakes."' The 
fact is that there are more than 
60,000 lakes in Finland! They were 
made by a great glacier, or ice 
sheet, which covered northern Eu- 
rope ages ago. 


The larger lakes are nearly all 
< 


in the southern half of Finland.! 
In the north, the land rises and! 
there are mountains which are 
much rounded at the top. The 
highest mountain rises hardly four- 
fifths of a mile. 


Northern parts of Finland con- 


tain people known as Lapps. These 
people number only about 2,000, 
and are of a different racial stock. 
Lapps also live in northern Sweden 
and Norway. They have tame rein- 
deer, and use them in much the 
same way as cattle are used in 
other lands.

Mary 
the "the old boy," as she called her 
father, bad been inseparable com 
panions for years. 


Mary McElroy, slender, 32-year- 


old brunet, had seen the will to 
live ebbing from him after former 
Mayor Bryce B. Smith moved him 
and other Pendergast organization 
men out of officcJast spring. Mc- 
Elroy died in, the summer. 


Maid Finds Body 


Seven years ago. during the kid- 


napers' trial, a defense attorney ask- 
ed McElroy: "But your daughter 
was not harmed?" 


"Yes," McElroy answered, "my 


daughter has been injured to the 
extent that I fear she never will 
get over it." 


Yesterday morning Miss McEl- 


roy's maid found her "body on a di- 
van on the sun porch of her home, 
a .25 caliber pistol on the floor. A 
police examination showed powder 
burns on her righthand. 


She left a note, unaddressed: 
"My four kidnapers are probably 


the only people on earth who don't 
consider me an utter fool. 


"You 
have your death penalty 


now — so—please — give them a 
chance." 


Four men kidnaped Miss McElroy 


from her bath May 27, 1933. They 
chained her in the basement of a 
house near Shawnee, Kans., fcr 
nearly 30 hours.* 


$30,000 Ramom Paid 


They asked $60,000 ransom, but 


her father settled for $30,000. 


Three of the men were" appre- 


hended and convicted. Walter Mc- 
Gcc was sentenced to the gallows 
but Miss McElroy herself appcalec 
to Guy B. Park, then governor, ant 
Park commutted his sentence to life 
imprisonment, the same as imposed 
on his brother George. 


Clarence Click, who lived in the 


farmhouse, was sentenced to eight 
years but was released in 1938. Clar- 
ence Stephens still is at large. 


Miss McElroy, declaring "I have 


no personal hard feelings against 
those men and I'm sure they do not 
hold hard feelings against me," de- 
voted herself to remaking them into 
"normal, acceptable citizens." 


She visited them, got them inter- 


ested in studying high school sub- 
jects, took them books, cigarcts and 
candy. 
• She suffered numerous collapses 
Once she vanished for 11 days and 
turned up in Normal, 111 Home 
sgain, she said: 


"I have nightmares about those 


men and the fates they brought on 
themselves. I was part of the drama

Bureau Advises Against Making 


Alcohol From Farm Products 


Washington —CT>— An agriculture 


department report advising against 
the manufacture of commercial al- 
cohol from farm products at this 
time drew a sharp rejoinder and 
promises of action from Capitol Hill 
today. 


The comments focused attention 


on bills, dormant since May. design- 
ed lo encourage use of ;m alcohol- 
gasoline blend as motor fuel by ex- 
empting it from the 1-ccnt-a-gal- 
lan federal tax. 


Dr. Henry G. Knights, chief of 


the bureau of agricultural chemistry 
and engineering, declared in his an- 
nual report today that research was 
needed on many phases of the prob- 
lem before production of alcohol 
for use as motor fuel was under- 
taken. 


"Under present conditions," Dr. 


Knight said in part, "there would 
be grave risk of financial loss to 
investors in such manufacturing 
plants. 


"Plans have been formulated for 


a research pilot plant (in the re- 
gional agricultural laboratory) at 
Pcoria, 111., in which essential prob- 
lems relating to reduction in cost 
of producing alcohol, advantageous 


utilization of by-products, distribu- 
tion and use of products will be 
studied. 


Experimentation Needed 


"Pending the necessary 
experi- 


mentation in this plant or else- 
where, and the devlopmnt of pro- 
cesses whereby low-cost alcohol and 
valuable by-products can be pro- 
duced from kinds and quantities of 
farm products that will have a sig- 
nificant bearing on the crop-surplus 
problem, the manufacture of power 
alcohol by private industry \\-ill be 
on an economic borderline, without 
chance of profit except under es- 
pecially advantageous circumstanc- 
es." 


Senator Gurncy (R-S. D.), com- 


menting on Dr. Knight's report, de- 
clared the research at Pcoria "will 
finally show what is already known 
by the commercial alcohol people." 


"They won't find out any more 


than is already known," Gurney 
said. "The point is that the depart- 
ment of agriculture people want to 
do it themselves and then claim 
the credit for it." 


Gurncy and Representative Mar- 


rington <D-Iowa> said today they 
would renew' their attempts for 
passage ol legislation to lift the fed- 
eral tax from blended motor fuel.
